President wants

President Obama will demand that 
BP establish an escrow account to 
compensate for Gulf Coast oil spill 
claims when he meets with compa- 
ny executives on Wednesday, White 
House officials said Sunday. 

Obama is expected to announce 
the details of the escrow account 
request during an address to the 
nation Tuesday night, which he 
will make upon returning to the 
White House after a two-day trip 
to the region, senior adviser David 
Axelrod said. 

“We want to make sure that 
money is escrowed for the legit- 
imate claims,” Axelrod said on 
NBC’s “Meet the Press.” The pres- 
ident’s discussion with BP execu- 
tives will focus on the amount of 
money that should be set aside in 
the account, an amount Axelrod 
said should be “substantial.”

Sensors Installed 

BP mounted a more aggressive 
response to the oil spill in the Gulf 
of Mexico on Sunday as it deployed 
undersea sensors to better measure 
the ferocious flow of crude. Scien- 
tists haven’t been able to pin down 
just how much oil is leaking into the 
Gulf, but some estimates indicate 
the spill could exceed 100 million 
gallons. BP is currently capturing 
about 630,000 gallons of oil per day,

Death Toll Reaches 19 in Flood at Ark. Campground 


Crews scour mounds 
of debris left behind 
by rapid water surge 

Langley, Ark. 

Crews got to work Sunday look- 
ing for bodies in the many piles 
of debris that collected after a 
flash flood swept through a pop- 
ular campground, killing at least 
19 people. 

Authorities haven’t been able 


to contact some of the nearly two 
dozen people who hadn’t been 
accounted for Saturday, but they 
don’t believe those people were 
in the Albert Pike Recreation 
Area, the section of the Ouachi- 
ta National Forest hardest hit by 
flooding. State Police spokesman 
Bill Sadler said. 

The number of missing has 
varied wildly since the floods hit, 
partially because authorities have 
struggled to figure out exactly who 
was in the campground. A regis-

ter that would have showed who 
was staying on the grounds was 
washed away. 

Crews have searched most of 
the 20-mile area downriver of the 
campground, so they focused their 
search effort Sunday on using bull- 
dozers and chain saws to clear the 
tangled piles of debris that collected 
along Little Missouri River. 

Hopes of finding anyone else 
alive wilted in the oppressive heat 
that blanketed the area all week- 
end. Temperatures Sunday were 


expected to reach 97 degrees. 

The last time someone was 
found alive was late Friday morn- 
ing. Only two bodies were found 
Saturday as swollen rivers subsid- 
ed and anguished relatives await- 
ing word of loved ones grew more 
and more frustrated. 

“They’re just devastated. The 
time for shock has probably gone, 
and now it’s just anxiety build- 
ing,” said Craig Cowart, a local 
pastor. “They’re beginning to fear 
the worst.” (ap)

Gunmen Assault Key Iraqi Bank 


Up to 26 people killed 
in apparent robbery 
attempt in Baghdad 


Baghdad 

Gunmen wearing military uni- 
forms stormed Iraq’s central bank 
Sunday in an apparent robbery 
attempt, battling security forces in 
a three-hour standoff after bombs 
exploded nearby in a brazen day- 
light attack that left as many as 26 
people dead. 

The assault on Iraq’s top finan- 
cial institution stoked fears that 



insurgents are taking advantage of 
political deadlock after inconclu- 
sive March 7 national elections to 
try to derail security gains. 

The 325-member parliament 
was due to convene Monday, but 
analysts have said an agreement 
on a new government could still 
be months away. 

Iraqi military spokesman Maj. 
Gen. Qassim al-Moussawi blamed 
the attack on al- Qaeda in Iraq but 
said no money was stolen. 

The violence began with the 
bombings — which sent plumes

of smoke over the city skyline — 
although there were conflicting 
reports about the number and 
nature of the blasts. Some Iraqi 
police and hospital officials, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because they weren’t authorized 
to release the information, put the 
casualty toll as high as 26 dead and 
more than 60 wounded. 

The first bomb went off on the 


road near an electrical generator, 
al-Moussawi said. Insurgentswear- 
ing army uniforms tried to enter 
the bank through two entrances, 
exchanging fire with the guards. 

He said three suicide bombers 
detonated their explosives vests 
at the main entrance of the bank, 
while two other militants were 
killed by security forces at the sec- 
ond gate. Iraqi security forces then 


stormed the building, prompting a 
standoff that lasted at least three 
hours, al-Moussawi said. 

An unknown number of attack- 
ers managed to get to a higher floor 
and burn some documents. They 
may have escaped by blending in 
with the bank employees, he added, 
saying the motive appeared to be to 
steal the bank’s deposits, then blow 
up the building, kim gamel (ap)

Jakarta, Indonesia 

Indonesians grappled with their 
first-ever celebrity sex-tape scandal, 
casting aside social taboos as they 
swarmed around office computers 
and mobile phones to watch clips 
allegedly showing a much-loved 
pop star with two girlfriends. 

The story topped newscasts 
and dominated chatter on social- 
networking sites such as Facebook 
and Twitter. But just as controver- 
sial was the reaction of officials in 
the newly democratic nation. 


Police initially threatened to 
charge the “stars” under a strict 
anti-pornography law. 

The first, six-minute video clip 
at the heart of the controversy 


appears to show pop singer Naz- 
ril Irham, better known as Ariel, 
in bed with his girlfriend Luna 
Maya, a top model. 

Then, a second, eight-minute 


video emerged, purportedly show- 
ing Ariel with a former girlfriend, 
also a model. 

For some in the secular nation 
— which emerged from 32 years of 
dictatorship in 1998 — the initial 
instinct still is to clamp down. 

When the scandal spurred 
debate as to whether education 
about sex — a subject still taboo 
at home and in the classroom — 
should be added to the school cur- 
riculum, Minister of Education 
Muhammad Nuh responded with 
a flat-out “no.” 

“I may be obsolete, but I don’t 
see that sex education in schools 
is needed,” he told reporters. “I 
believe people will learn about sex

Riots Stir Up Old Divisions 

75K people flee Kyrgyzstan as ethnic warfare breaks out between rival groups 


Osh, Kyrgyzstan 

Mobs of rioters slaughtered Uzbeks 
and burned their homes and business- 
es in Kyrgyzstan’s worst ethnic vio- 
lence in decades, sending more than 
75,000 members of the ethnic minor- 
ity fleeing the country in attacks that 
appeared aimed at undermining the 
nation’s new interim government. 

More than 100 people were killed 
in southern Kyrgyzstan and more than 
1,200 were wounded in days of attacks, 
according to government estimates. 
The true toll may be much higher. 

Triumphant crowds of Kyrgyz men 
took control of Osh, the second-largest 
city in Kyrgyzstan, on Sunday as the 
few Uzbeks still left barricaded them- 
selves in their neighborhoods. Fires 
set by rioters raged across the city of 
250,000, and food was scarce after 
widespread looting. Police or military 
troops were nowhere to be seen. 

The rioting that begin Thursday 
night appeared aimed at undermin- 
ing Kyrgyzstan’s interim government, 
which came to power after former pres- 
ident Kurmanbek Bakiyev was ousted 
in a bloody uprising in April and fled 
the country. Uzbeks have backed the 
interim government, while many Kyr- 
gyz in the south have support the top- 
pled president. 

The United States, Russia and the 
U.N. chief all expressed alarm about 
the scale of the violence. Most of the 
Uzbek refugees at the border were 
elderly people, women and children, 
with the men having remained behind 
to defend their property. Many arrived 
with gunshot wounds, the Uzbekistan 
Emergencies Ministry said, according 
to Russian media. 

“We saw lots of dead. I saw one guy 
die after being shot in the chest,” said 
Ziyeda Akhmedova, an Uzbek women 
in her late 20s. 

Interim President Roza Otunbayeva 
blamed Bakiyev’s family for instigating 
the unrest, saying it aimed to derail a 
June 27 constitutional referendum and

new elections scheduled for October. 
“Bakiyev’s entourage has funded and 
organized these riots,” Otunbayeva’s 
deputy Omurbek Tekebayev said. 

The interim government ordered 
troops to fatally shoot rioters, but 
even that failed to stop the spiraling 
violence. 

The rampages spread quickly Sun- 
day to Jalal-Abad, another major south- 
ern city 45 miles from Osh, and its 
neighboring villages, as mobs methodi- 
cally set Uzbek houses, stores and cafes 
on fire. The rioters seized an armored 
vehicle and automatic weapons at a 
local military unit and attacked police 
stations across the region trying to get 
more firearms.

Television News in Osh blamed Uzbeks 
for starting the rioting by attacking 
students and Kyrgyz women. Eth- 
nic Kyrgyz from neighboring villages 
then streamed into the city to strike 
back, they said. 

“Why have the Uzbeks become so 
brazen?” said one Osh resident, who 
gave only her first name, Aigulia. “Why 
do they burn my house?” 

A Kyrgyz man, Iskander, said he 
and others burned Uzbek property to 
avenge their attacks. 

“Whatever you see over there — all 
the burnt restaurants and cafes — were 
owned by them, and we destroyed them 
on purpose,” he said. “Why didn’t they

A Nation Torn Apart 

Kyrgyzstan, an impoverished former 
Soviet republic hosting U.S. and Russian 
military bases, is engulfed by the worst 
ethnic conflict the country has seen in 
two decades. 

What sparked the violence? Clashes 
reportedly arose from undefined petty dis- 
putes in the southern market city of Osh 
and quickly spiraled into pitched battles 
between groups of young men. By early 
Friday morning, gunbattles spread across 
the city, eventually reaching Jalal-Abad. 

What lies at the root of the ethnic 
tensions between Kyrgyz and Uz- 
beks? The fertile Ferghana Valley, where 
Osh and Jalal-Abad are located, once 
belonged to a single feudal lord, but it was 
split by Soviet dictator Josef Stalin among 
Uzbekistan, Kyrgyzstan and Tajikistan. 

The Stalinist borders rekindled old rival- 
ries and fomented ethnic tensions. 

How has the government responded 
to the violence? Interim authorities 
have declared a state of emergency in the 
areas worst affected by violence, but local 
people say the police and army have been 
overwhelmed by the scale of the unrest. 

What is the political backdrop to this 
crisis? The country is currently led by 
a fragile coalition of rival politicians. The

Now Protected, but From What? 



The new credit rules 
passed by Congress 
are puzzling to many

Heads are still spinning over cred- 
it card bills and charges. 

Earlier this year, the enactment 
of consumer protections by Con- 
gress mandated that cardhold- 
ers receive more detailed month- 
ly statements. Yet there’s lingering 
confusion about what credit card 
companies can and can’t do. 

Here are answers to some com- 
mon questions about the rules that 
are now in place. 

Q: The new rules say cardhold- 
ers must be given 45 days’ notice 
before an interest rate increase. 
Yet i’ve heard banks can start 
charging the higher rate after just 
14 days, is this true? 

A: To an extent. Here's how it works. 
Let’s say you receive a notice that 
your interest rate will rise fronn 
10 percent to 15 percent. Two weeks 
later, you nnake a $100 purchase. The 


new charge will incur the lower inter- 
est rate. Once the 45-day notice pe- 
riod ends, the higher interest rate can 
apply to the rennaining balance on any 
purchases. 

Q: Are there any new limits on the 
penalty fees banks can charge? 

A: Not yet. But as part of the new law, 
the Federal Reserve is expected to 


set sonne new ground rules in conning 
weeks. 

Q: My bank is requiring a higher 
minimum payment. Are there any 
rules banks have to follow regard- 
ing minimum payments? 

A: For existing balances, banks can’t 
raise the nnininnunn paynnent to nnore 
than double the previous rate. So if 


your nnininnunn was previously 1 per- 
cent of the balance, your bank could 
raise the rate to 2 percent. A card is- 
suer can raise the nnininnunn paynnent 
for purchases going forward, how- 
ever. As long as banks give 45 days' 
notice, they can raise the required 
nnininnunn as they see fit. 

Q: Why has my payment due date 
changed? 

A: The new law requires that due 
dates fall on the sanne day every 
nnonth — so your due dates nnight be 
June 15, July 15, Aug. 15 and so on. 
Statements also need to be sent out 
21 days before a payment is due to 
give consumers time to make the pay- 
ment. Previously, banks sometimes 
sent out statements not long before 
payments were due. Due dates could 
also change month to month. 

Q: Can a penalty charge, such as 
a late fee, push me over my credit 
limit? 

A: No. Banks also can charge only one 
over-the-limit fee per billing cycle. 

And you can be charged only a total 
of three consecutive times for a single

Heckling follows 
mayor — even if he’s 
not there to hear it

Booooooo. Boo. Booooooo! 

It’s the chorus heard ’round the 
District, some at the mere sight — 
or even mention — of D.C. Mayor 
Adrian M. Fenty. 

On Friday, he got heckled in two 
places — a graduation and a funeral 
— at the same time. And he wasn’t 
even present at the graduation. 

When Fenty tried to express his 
condolences at the funeral of go-go 
great Anthony “Little Benny” Har- 
ley, the taunts were so thunderous 
that Pastor Deron Cloud had to 
grab the mic to calm the crowd at 
the Walter E. Washington Conven- 
tion Center.

emies at Anacostia, Fenty was 
booed in absentia. Keynote speaker

Now, Fenty is in a contentious 
battle with Council Chairman Vin- 
cent C. Gray (D) in the Sept. 14

Police Hold Man 
In Trooper’s Death 


‘Person of interest’ 
may be linked to Md. 
Applebee’s shooting 

Washington 

Detectives believe the “person of 
interest” taken into custody Satur- 
day night in connection with the 
slaying of a Maryland State Troop- 
er outside an Applebee’s restaurant 
in Forestville is likely the man who 
shot the trooper. 

That’s based largely on the 
account of a person who wit- 
nessed the incident from the park- 
ing lot, a law enforcement source 
said Sunday. 

Investigators still have unan- 
swered questions about the killing 

Brown Friday morning. 

But, for now, they 

consider the man they have in cus- 
tody — the man in a light blue shirt 
who Brown escorted out of the 
Applebee’s about 30 minutes before 
the shooting — to be the primary 
suspect, the source said. 

Authorities have not publicly 
identified the man in custody. 

“The guy that was ejected from 
the restaurant looks like he’s prob- 
ably the shooter,” said one law 
enforcement source, speaking on 
condition of anonymity because 
the investigation is ongoing.

Officially, police said the man 
who was escorted from the restau- 
rant by Brown after acting disor- 
derly was taken into custody Sat- 
urday as a “person of interest,” but 
he was not necessarily believed to 
be the shooter. 

Maj. Andrew Ellis, a senior 
spokesman for the Prince George’s 
County Police Department, said the 
shooting happened about 30 min- 
utes after the man was escorted out, 
and it was possible the man could 
produce an alibi and clear himself of 
any wrongdoing. Other law enforce- 
ment sources also acknowledged 
that possibility and said detectives 
know only that the man in custody 
was the man escorted out. 

Sources have said whoever shot 
Brown fired about a half dozen 
shots from a distance of 50 feet 
or more, and one of those rounds 
made its way past his bulletproof 
vest and pierced his heart. Anoth- 
er round also struck Brown in the 
ankle, a source said, matt zapotosky

Strasburg Stumbles a Bit in Win 


Nats star dominates 
Indians before mound 
issues cut short outing

Late Sunday morning, Stephen 
Strasburg lounged on a couch in the 
visiting clubhouse at Progressive 
Field, watched college baseball on 
television and, for a few moments, 
fell asleep. Once he woke up and 
before he pulled on his Washington 
Nationals uniform, 
Strasburg played 
the Big Buck Hunt- 
er arcade game in 
the clubhouse. 

For five days, 

the sports world 

wondered how Strasburg could fol- 
low his otherworldly major league 
debut, how he could possibly top 14 
strikeouts and millions of hanging 
jaws. Strasburg played catch and 
threw in the bullpen. “Just anoth- 
er start,” pitching coach Steve 
McCatty said. 

As 32,876 fans packed Pro- 
gressive Field, Strasburg validat- 
ed his stellar debut with another 
overwhelming performance in the 
Nationals’ 9-4 win over the Cleveland 
Indians. Though he won comfortably, 
Strasburg couldn’tt capture the utter 
dominance from his maiden start, 
undone by five walks in his final 12

A Rookie’s Tough Lesson

the mound. Strasburg exited to a 
cascade of boos after he loaded the 
bases walking the final two batters 
he faced, shaking his head as he dis- 
appeared into the dugout. 

“Things like that are part of the 
game,” he said. “I wish I could have 


handled it a little bit better. It kind 
of got me into a little funk. ... If it 
happens again. I’ll make the right 
adjustment.” 

The strange, sudden end fol- 
lowed an overpowering start. In 
the 1-2-3 first inning, Strasburg 
threw eight fastballs. Five zipped 
at 100 mph, and the other three 
hummed at 99. 

Strasburg struck out the first 
two batters he faced, which, com- 
bined with the seven Pittsburg 
Pirates he whiffed to end his debut, 
extended his streak to nine-straight 
strikeouts. The record, held by Tom 
Seaver and Eric Gagne, is 10. Santa- 
na lined out to left to end the first, 
but Strasburg became one of only 
five pitchers in the past decade to 
strike out nine straight, adam kilgore

Ghana Scores for Africa 


Late goal on penalty 
kick gives Black Stars 
a momentous victory 

Soccer 

The first World Cup in Africa has 
its first African winner. 

Ghana stunned Serbia when 
Asamoah Gyan scored on an 
84th-minute penalty kick Sunday 
for a 1-0 victory in Group D. The 
win set off celebrations not only 
on the Loftus Versfeld pitch but 
throughout Ghana — and across 
the African continent. 

“That’s what you’re seeing,” 
Ghana midfielder Stephen Appi- 
ah said. “This is the first time the 
World Cup is held in Africa, and 
all Africa is united.” 

After the final whistle, the 
Ghana players ran across the field 


in jubilation, some carrying nation- 
al flags as they received applause 
from a crowd that pretty much 
made them the home team. 

“Every African is behind us,” 
Gyan said. “I salute all you guys. 
We win this match for you.” 

Large crowds gathered on major 
streets in Accra — Ghana’s capi- 

tal. Cars draped in 

^ the national flag 

^ swarmed the roads, 

mm and some drivers 

■ honked their horns 

TcJy while others sang. 

“We have taken 

the lead and, hopefully, an Afri- 
can team — preferably Ghana — 
would come out tops in the final,” 
said 15-year-old viewer Inusah 
Gariba. 

That’s a long way off. In the 
opener for both teams, Zdravko 
Kuzmanovic needlessly handled a 


cross in the area, then argued the 
call and the yellow card he received. 
Gyan drove the penalty kick high 
to the left for the only goal 

Previously, Ghana missed a series 
of headers. John Mensah and Gyan 
missed the target and Dede Ayew 
headed against the goalpost. 

Serbia’s only real threat near 
the end was a shot by Milos Kra- 
sic that was brilliantly saved by 
Richard Kingson. 

“For sure, this is a big blow for 
us. To start a World Cup with a 
defeat is a bad thing,” Serbia coach 
Radomir Antic said. “We will use all 
our energy to be positive when pre- 
paring for the next game [against 
Germany next Friday].” 

Germany shut out Australia 4-0 
in the other group game Sunday. 

“This is all I have worked for, 
and to be man of the match, it is 
fantastic,” Gyan said, (ap)

At home and abroad, U.S. goal- 
keeper Tim Howard’s athleticism, 
unshakable confidence and lead- 
ership have won the Everton play- 
er rave reviews.

Change Artist 

Jessica Robinson was born to handle inti- 
mate, intricate events. Her mother worked 
for Capital Party Rentals and decorated 
events for the family church. Her uncles ran a 
catering business, and as a teen she did bill- 
ing for them and provided quotes to clients. 
Starting at age 18, she was an administra- 
tive assistant, managing important people’s 
schedules and papers. 

Robinson won praise at Aetna and the 
Department of the Interior, but “I wasn’t real- 
ly fulfilling a purpose,” she says. She tapped 
old skills when a co-worker asked her to han- 
dle a surprise 60th-birthday party. After she 
started a small event-planning business in 
2002, along came graduations, parties and 
other special occasions. 

But she resisted wedding receptions. Too 
much emotion and commotion. 

Still, Robinson noticed that clients are 
“more likely to spend money on planning 
for a wedding than for other events, where 
I might just get to decorate” and that her

customers were likely to be less 
stressed if she planned their event 
rather than simply added the frills. 
(The stress transferred to Robin- 
son, who spent lunch breaks doing 
research and late nights working on 
her event-planning business.) 

After a couple of weddings, the 
planner wasn’t sure she was doing 
things right. “If a bride can look 
online [for resources], what good 
am I to her if I just look there, too?” 
Robinson thought. So, in 2006, she 
turned to an expert: Shelby Tuck- 
Horton, a respected pro who taught 
a class called “The Wedding Coor- 
dinator” at Prince George’s Com- 
munity College. 

Tuck-Horton’s two-session win- 
ter class (mshearer@pgcc.edu; 
301-322-0797) piles on the detail. 
The first six hours cover business 
skills; office setup; software; mar- 
keting; fees; contracts; licenses; 
career development and certifica- 
tion; and working with lawyers, 
accountants and insurers. The 
second six hours cover wedding 
and reception planning, includ-

ing setting a budget and work- 
ing with vendors. 

Why the tough stuff first? “I 
tell them if they get through part 
one and aren’t frightened, they can 
come back for part two,” Tuck-Hor- 
ton says with a smile. The class, 
just $50 a session, “is one of our 
most popular offerings,” says Mary 
Jane Shearer, program coordina- 
tor at PGCC. 

Tuck-Horton offers students a 
realistic view of what many see as 
easy money or fairy-tale work. On 
the up side, you can be your own 
boss, help make people’s dreams 
come true and make site visits 
to the Caribbean — as she did in 
May. On the down side are emo-

tional drama, many hours on your 
feet and weekend work. If you run 
a full-time business, she says, you 
may make $50,000 to more than 
$100,000 in the D.C. area, but gigs 
are irregular, and you pay your 
own benefits. 

Robinson, 29, is one of Tuck- 
Horton’s few alumni to become 
a professional wedding planner. 
Unlike hobbyists or those who lack 
the necessary business sense, man- 
agement skills (including orga- 
nization of time and space), ease 
with people or creativity, Robin- 
son had all that plus energy and 
experience. In 2007, she left the 
government and launched Elegant 
Events full time. 

The challenges haven’t been 
only clearing a beach wedding 
site of sunbathers or having a dog 
jump through a scenic screen. 
There’s balancing several wed- 
dings at once in warm weather 
with more marketing and train- 
ing in cold weather. And work- 
ing all weekend only to have a 
weekday or two off. And having 
to keep up with new trends, new 
vendors and new skills. To that 
end, Robinson has been certified 


by the Association of Bridal Con- 
sultants and the Wedding Plan- 
ning Institute. 

Brides appreciate how orga- 
nized and knowledgeable she 
is. Robinson likes seeing brides 
smile or cry happily when every- 
thing comes together. And it does 
— even last fall when she arrived 
two hours early to find the venue 
without electricity. Robinson set 
up romantic candles for visibili- 
ty and hung sheer fabric over the 
venue’s built-in emergency lights 
SO the power appeared to be on. 
The reception had no spotlights 
or DJ sound, but the acoustic gui- 
tar still worked. And the bride 
was thrilled that Elegant Events 
saved the day. 

Having “a passion for what 
you do” and the grit to stick with 
it help a planner shine even when 
the lights don’t, Robinson says. She 
expects to plan her own wedding 
when the time comes: “I already 
know what I like and where to go 
for it.” But she’ll enlist a colleague 
to be the day-of coordinator. After 
all, it’s the bride’s job to experi- 
ence the wedding, not to sweat its

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Careers Found in Translation 


Learning a second 
(or third, or fourth) 
language opens the 
door to new jobs 

Advancement 

Hankering for a new or better job 
in this tough economy? With tons 
of smart, qualified folks looking 
for work right here in Washington 
— or eager to set off for Seattle or 
Shanghai — you might have huena 
suerte/boa sorte/bonne chance doing 
so if you can chat away in one or 
more foreign languages. 

With D.C.’s wealth of language- 


learning opportunities, the deter- 
mined journalist — or banker or 
think-tanker or social worker — 
certainly has options. 

Take Erika Compart, who start- 
ed planning for her dream job while 
still an undergrad at the Universi- 
ty of Maryland. “I called [French 
news agency] Agence France-Presse 
to see about an internship while I 
was still a junior,” says Compart, 
who lives in Merrifield, Va., and 
now works as a deputy managing 
editor for Politico. After being told 
that AFP requires its reporters, 
at minimum, to speak and trans- 
late French and Spanish, Compart 
enrolled in her first Spanish class

as a senior and took on advanced 
classes in Italian and French. 

“It was challenging to keep 
them all straight in my head,” 
admits Compart, 35, who gradu- 
ated in 1997. But that was nothing 
compared to her first few weeks 
at AFP, where she finally landed 
a position in 2004. 

“It was rewarding but really 
intense,” she says, recalling the 
push to read, write and translate 
text into and out of English, Span- 
ish and French — fast. “I would 
come home with a headache every 
night.” But Compart knew she’d 
turned a corner when, faced with

translating text in Spanish, she’d 
think it through in Italian. “Even- 
tually, it got very easy.” 

To enrich your resume, taking 
courses in your tongue of choice 
is the obvious route. There’s the 
affordable Graduate School (often 
called USDA Graduate School, 
though its affiliation with that 
agency ended last year; Gradu- 
ateschool.edu) and various other 
enterprises. Local universities and 
colleges offer plenty of options. 
Priciest are lengthy, intensive 
immersion programs such as Mid- 
dlebury College’s legendary sum- 
mer school. 

But even exposing yourself to a 
foreign language for a few minutes 
a day can do wonders for your abil- 


ity to grasp new grammar patterns 
and vocabulary, says Ana Serra, 
chair of the language and foreign 
studies department at American 
University. 

There are tons of non-academ- 
ic tools, tricks and technologies to 
supplement your learning, Serra 
says. Soak up Amharic in Ethiopian 
eateries on U Street NW. Visit bode- 
gas in Columbia Heights to read 
product labels in Spanish. Check 
out foreign embassies’ Web sites 
for events featuring speakers from 
countries around the globe. 

Also, make it a two-way street. 
Enlist friends to practice with, 
check out local conversation groups 
(like the Goethe-Institut’s once- 
a-month “stammtisch,” at which 
people work on their German) or 
visit Livemocha.com to chat online 
with native speakers of hundreds

of languages. The key is to “find 
what motivates you: [foreign-lan- 
guage] movies, YouTube videos, 
radio stations broadcasting in your 
desired language, Web sites” and 
more, Serra advises. 

Adila Abulaiti, a native of Chi- 
na’s Uyghur region, has made big 
strides in learning the English 
required for her job since arriv- 
ing here in 2007. 

“Every day I hear a lot of new 
words,” says Abulaiti, 26, who 
since last year has been a report- 
er for Radio Free Asia. The net- 
work broadcasts news to listeners 
in Asian countries who would oth- 
erwise have no other way to receive 
news about events taking place in 
their countries. 

“I generally speak more in my 
native language [of Uyghur] when

I’m preparing news reports, but 
I also use English sources for writ- 
ing features and news,” she says. 
These days, she’s not only generat- 
ing daily news stories; she’s adept at 
giving directions to tourists, read- 
ing menus and performing other 
practical tasks. 

Abulaiti, who also speaks Turk- 
ish and Mandarin, spent a year in 
intensive English studies at Ross- 
lyn’s Inlingua Language School 
(1901 N. Moore St., Arlington; 703- 
527-7888) before landing her job. 


She supplements her ongoing learn- 
ing with less-conventional meth- 
ods: reading Cosmopolitan, watch- 
ing “The Ugly Truth” and chatting 
in English with colleagues from 
Laos and Burma. 

For his part, Gideon Dono- 
ho is trying to cram in as much 
Spanish as he can before moving 
with his family to El Salvador for 
a State Department posting later 
this year. 

The newly minted Foreign Ser- 
vice officer typically spends four 
hours per day in language classes 
and another four hours working 
solo or in small groups.

Donoho, 33, believes that leap- 
ing right in and talking was what 
helped him the most in past stud- 
ies of Russian and Turkish. “Your 
enjoyment of a place is greatly 
enhanced when you can at least 
conversationally speak the lan- 
guage.” 

And there are other potent rea- 
sons to seek to master a new lan- 
guage, such as one Abulaiti cites. 
Learning English for her REA gig, 
Abulaiti says, has enabled her to 
“do something for my people,” she 
says simply. “It feels good to pro- 
mote more open communication.”

Starting your first 
job? Learn how to 
avoid classic rookie 
mistakes at the office 


Q&A 

Graduation and internship season 
is upon us, and that means thou- 
sands of new employees are join- 
ing the workforce, ready to make 
their marks. But behaviors that 
drew no attention in school could 
trip up new hires before they start 
climbing the corporate ladder. 

“There were a lot of things I 
didn’t know about how to be a pro- 
fessional, and, as a result, I made a 
ton of rookie mistakes,” says Emily 
Bennington, co-author of “Effec- 
tive Immediately: How to Fit in. 
Stand Out and Move Up at Your 
First Real Job” ($15, Ten Speed 
Press). “I didn’t know what to wear. 
I would show up with wet hair and 


no makeup — small things that 
undermined my success.” 

Co-author Skip Lineberg was 
Bennington’s first boss, at the mar- 
keting communications firm Maple 
Creative, and he set the 2001 Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh grad straight. 
We spoke with Bennington and 
Lineberg about their advice for 
new professionals. 

What are people’s biggest miscon- 
ceptions about their first job? 

EB: A lot of new professionals 
come into the workforce think- 
ing that they’re going to advance 
a lot quicker than they actually do, 
and also that their boss or super- 
visor is going to have a lot of time 
to train them. I think that young 
professionals today get really sur- 
prised when they enter the work- 
force and it’s sort of sink or swim. 
Their supervisor tells them what 
they want the end result to be, but

they don’t necessarily tell them how 
to get there because they don’t have 
time. There’s not a lot of mentor- 
ing going on today. 

What is a common rookie mistake? 

SL: Trying to stand out and excel 
at the expense of their work team. 
It’s natural since people have 
been rewarded for individual 
acts throughout their lives — in 
college, it’s who can get the best 
grade on the exam, who gets the 
best grade on the paper. When you 
get to work, it’s a whole different 
story. You can do a great job and 
burn a lot of bridges along the way 
by just looking out for yourself and 
not trying to share the glory with 
your teammates. 


EB: You should be focused on the 
little things. We call that the incre- 
mental edge. We refer to Gene Kelly 
dance steps. What surprises a lot 
of people is that he wasn’t the best 
dancer. He just had all of these lit- 
tle things that built up to make him 
great — the perfectly creased pants 
and the look he would give when 
he was dancing, the perfect top hat. 
There’s a lesson in that for young pro- 
fessionals in the workforce: You can 
do littie things. You can make sure 
you’re dressed appropriately, you’re 
enthusiastic about what you do, write 
thank-you notes when someone does 
something nice for you. Keep a very 
clean desk so that you don’t look over- 
whelmed and unprepared. 

SL: The third one I’ll add is the lack 
of understanding of how to keep 
a game face at the office. That’s 
about setting personal drama aside.

Maybe you’re having trouble in a 
relationship or maybe you’re hav- 
ing financial troubles. The top pro- 
fessional can leave all those cares 
at the door when they walk into 
the office. 

What should you do on Day 1? 

EB: Expect to be overwhelmed but 
don’t act overwhelmed. 

SL: Take good notes, at least men- 
tal notes, about people you’re meet- 
ing — their names, their job titles, 
departments. 
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For a newbie, is there such a thing 
as a dumb question? 

EB: As a new professional, you 
have about a two-week grace peri- 
od when colleagues will answer 
just about any question that you 
can throw at them. 

SL: During this same period, 
we recommend that newbies 
are keeping a log of what they’re 
learning. The format we recom- 
mend is a self-memo. The first 
couple weeks, you might want 
to do one of those a day, chron- 
icle everything you’ve learned. 
At the end of that two weeks, 
you’re going to have a nice book 
of knowledge. If your boss hits 
you with the pop question, “So 
what have you learned in the 
first two weeks?” you’re not fish- 
ing for answers. You’ve got it all 
right there. 


Is there truth in the saying “Dress 
for the job that you want, not the 
job you have”? 

EB: That’s absolutely true. It comes 
down to taking a scan of your 
office, observing how people are 
dressed and maybe trying to go a 
notch above. 

SL: A lot of people treat Friday 
almost as part of the weekend. 
When they hit Friday, they’re 
coasting. Maybe they’re coming 
to work in jeans and a T-shirt or 
they’re coming to work in cam- 
ouflaged nightclub attire, ready 
to start the weekend. 

The top performers, true 
professionals, look at Friday as 
the day to get that edge, that 
incremental edge that we talk- 
ed about. They’re going to make 
that their most productive day.

Don’t just play tour 
guide with family — 
learn to parlay your 
smarts into a job 

Crash Course 

One of the great things about living 
in D.C. is that people always want 
to visit you. Most Washingtonians 
have taken friends and family on 
the Mall loop so many times they 
could do it in their sleep. So, why 
not take that expertise and make 
a few bucks? 

That’s what Shannon Mikush, 
50, did when she became a licensed 
tour guide 13 years ago. “My moth- 
er actually is a tour guide, and 
she said. Why don’t you get your 
license, since you know everything 
an 3 rway?’ I’ve lived here my whole 
life, and I’ve been everjrwhere. So, I 
did,” says Mikush, who earned her 
certification through the Guild of 
Professional Tour Guides of Wash- 
ington, DC. She now works with 
several companies as in indepen- 
dent contractor. 

Of course, professional tour 
guiding involves more than shep- 


herding tourists around the Ellipse. 
Guides, who earn $35 to $45 per 
hour, need a license and major 
people skills (i.e., maintaining a 
constant smile while hanging out 
with 40 strangers for as long as 14 
hours a day). 

Mikush sets the record straight 
about the work in her class “Become 
a Washington DC Tour Guide.” 

The Basics 

The class, open to 12 students, 
meets five times — twice in a class- 
room and three times on location at 
the Washington Monument, Capitol 
Hill and Arlington National Cem- 
etery. Mikush begins by debunk- 
ing common assumptions about 
guiding. “It sounds very roman- 
tic, but there are pros and there are 
cons to the whole thing,” she says, 
such as erratic hours and challeng- 
ing tourists. “It’s not your regular 
9-to-5 job in any respect.” 

Since you can’t work legal- 
ly without a license, Mikush also 
addresses studying for the Tour 
Guide License Exam, administered 
by the D.C. Department of Con- 
sumer and Regulatory Affairs.

The test consists of 100 multiple- 
choice, true-and-false and fill-in- 
the-blank questions about pub- 
lic buildings and other points of 
interest in and around the District. 
Know the architects of famous sites 
and their dedication dates, she rec- 
ommends. 

What You’ll Learn 

On the three field trips, Mikush 
demonstrates where to stand while 
speaking, what to point out at each 
place and how to pace talks. She 
also explains how to gain access 
to famous sites and the logis- 
tics of managing large groups of 
people. 

Students won’t walk out of the 
class ready to take the mic on a tour 
bus, Mikush says. “What my class 
is geared to is, 'This is what you 
need to study to get your license, 
and this is what you need to know 
to be a successful guide,”’ she says. 


“The rest is on you to learn.” 

The best ways to prepare for 
the test and the work are by read- 
ing books on D.C. and American 
history, and through life experi- 
ence, Mikush says. “I have lots of 
ways of describing the same situ- 
ation,” she says.

“You’re with enough groups, 
you find out what’s interesting to 
people.” In other words, Mikush 
can tailor the history of a site to 
the particular interest of a group. 
For instance, if she takes adult 
American Indians on a tour, she 
can highlight aspects different 
from what she would highlight to 
a group of teens. 

Although she covers the job 


search process in the class — join 
the tour guides guild and market 
yourself to tour companies — she 
encourages students to contact 
her after they get their licenses. “I 
help them get connected with oth- 
ers in the industry who are more 
willing to work with new guides,” 
Mikush says. 

Her goal for her students is “to 
successfully get to the point where 
they can guide, because if this is 
right for you, it’s the best job in 
the world.” 

What’s the Deal? 

“Become a Washington DC Tour 
Guide” is a five-week course 
offered by Fairfax County Public 
Schools that meets Wednesdays 
from 7 to 10 p.m. from June 30 to

Collection, planting, pruning and 
generally keeping the trees and 
shrubs picturesque. “I make sure 
that the plants are healthy, safe 
and welcoming to the public,” 
she says. 

Schutte plays mother to thou- 
sands of plants from birth as she 
breeds seedlings in the green- 
house, then nurtures them until 
they’re strong enough to move to 
her area of the arboretum. “I love 
growing a plant from seed or stem, 
cutting it, bringing it out of its nat- 
ural environment, and watching 
it continually change and prog- 
ress,” she says.

After earning her bachelor’s 
degree in environmental horticul- 
ture from the University of Minne- 
sota, Schutte maintained tropical 
plants as a conservatory intern at 
the Olbrich Botanical Gardens in 
Wisconsin. 

She applied to work at the U.S. 
National Arboretum after spot-

“Here, 
there are a lot of different vari- 
eties [compared to in the Mid- 
west],” Schutte says.

unveiled two of the better songs 
from “Mojo” — “Jefferson Jericho 
Blues” and “I Should Have Known 
It” — on the season finale of “Sat- 
urday Night Live” last month. 

Ask him whether he was ner- 
vous about his eighth appearance 
on the show, and you can almost 
hear him shrug over phone. 

But ask him about the record- 
ing sessions for “Mojo,” and he 
perks up. “We went into it very, 
very up and very positive,” Petty 
says. “I really enjoyed making the 
record — to the point that I didn’t 
want to stop.”

DVD Review 

Elizabeth Berkley is not an espe- 
cially natural actress. She moves 
stiffly, broadcasts emotions and 
pouts aggressively. Striding on 
long legs, she wears a perpetual 
deer-in-head- 
lights expres- 
sion, as if she 
just got every- 
thing she ever 
wanted (a star- 
ring role!) and 
then found her- 
self in way over her head. 

She is, in other words, perfectly 
cast in 1995’s “Showgirls,” a movie 
that achieved dubious cult status 
by sheer force of will. As Nomi 
Malone, a woman with dreams of 
becoming the sparkliest dancer in 
Vegas, Berkley’s blunt-weapon act- 
ing style is oddly apt. She is bad, 
but somehow brave. 

Everything about “Showgirls” 
is similarly “bad” — the plot, the 
setting, the cinematography, the 
casting, the sound effects, the dolly 
grip. No doubt even the catering 
gave some poor technician food poi- 
soning. Upon its release, the movie 
was a critical punching bag. 

It wasn’t until “Showgirls” was 
released on video that it found an 
audience. It remains one of MGM’s 
most lucrative titles and has already 
gone through several iterations on

DVD. Now it arrives on Blu-ray with 
the “15th Anniversary Sinsation- 
al Edition.” 

Borrowing from the 2007 “Fully 
Exposed” DVD edition, the Blu-ray 
focuses on strippers rather than 
showgirls, including pole-dancing 
instructions courtesy of the Girls 
of Scores. Sadly, there are no tips 
on stage hygiene to accompany the 


scene where Nomi licks the stripper 
pole. The best feature, while it’s not 
new to this edition, remains film 
critic David Schmader’s insightful, 
affectionate commentary. Refer- 
ring to the “incredible density of 
failure,” he makes the movie a lot 
more fun than it actually is. 

But even he can’t redeem it fully. 
Because Nomi must see just how 
compromised she has become in 
the seedy showgirl industry, the 
film reaches its dramatic climax 
with a scene that is so grisly and 
graphic that it throws all the iron- 
ic fun into sharp relief That scene 
takes all the pleasure out of this 
guilty pleasure.
